Close English Channel 


Admiral Hollweg Tells Critics It 
Would Be Suicide to 
Attempt It 


“Suicide” is the word used by the 
German naval authorities to des- 
cribe what it would mean for the 
kaiser’s navy to attempt to interfere 
with the transport of allied troops 
and munitions across the English 
Channel. 


According to German papers con- 


| siderable irritation has been caused 
in 


Germany by the rapidity with 
which England has been throwing 
men into France, and criticism has 
been directed at the admiraJry. In 
a vigorous defence, Rear Admiral 
Karl Hollweg points out that the ac- 
tivity of the German navy is  sub- 
ject to certain geographical Jimita- 
tions. 

“A voluntary attempt to remove 
these limitations,” he argues, “would 
signify a heroic but useless suicide 
for the German fleet. The distance 
from German harbors is too great 
for the regular and frequent attacks 
which alone could cause contjpvous 
interruption of Channel tra A 
small German ship cannot long re- 
main in the Channel, for submarines 
and mines would reap a rich harvest. 
among it and, after heliia cut off, it 
would Be compelled to accept battle 
with overwhelming British forces in 
unfavorable circumstances.” 

Even German submarines, accord- 
ing to their commanders, writes Cap- 
tain von Kuhlwtter in the Berlin 
“Lokal Anzeiger,” find that attack- 
ing transports is especailly difficult 
in the Channel.

A calf grown upon skim milk, 
grass, and a small amount of oats, 
will be a profitable, healthy, strong, 
and rapid growing animal, while a 
stunted calf will require much more 
feed next winter to get him started 
towards making good gains.—G, E.

the best I have, and, I tell you, the 
friendship of Conquergood is good to 
conquer. 

I have often thought of you, and 
many and many times have reflected 
and meditated on those good old days 
which seem so long ago. I have 
thought of those cruel yet fascinating 
plains of the West many a time when 
I became reminiscent of those glor- 
ious times. I call the prairies “cruel” 
because: I think they are, to a man 
who can't conquer them, If a man de- 
fies them, and makes them submit to 
his wishes, they become fascinating 
and inspiring to him. The mystery of 
the hidden, and the lure of the un- 
known make the prairies wonderful 
o me, While we are there struggling 
along for a living we think we are 
dissatisfied and long to be somewhere 
else. But that is just a whim of human 
nature. I didn’t know what the prair- 
ies did for me until after I left them. 
But’ some of the most valuable weeks 
of my life, I spent out there on those 
vast and lonely plains, and some of 
my most cherished memories are those 
which take me back to the experiences 
of friendships among the pioneer na- 
tion builders of that land of noble 
homesteaders, Gee! You'd think I was 
giving a lecture or starting a sermon 
wouldn't you? No. I'm not, I've retired 
from that profession. I'm just a buck 
private in the army. I haven't preach 
ed a sermon since last Sunday at 
Conquerville, so you can boast of the 
distinction (?) of listening to my last 
sermon. 


But, I tell you, Bob, I wouldn't erase 
those three years on the prairies out 
of my life for anything you could offer. 
They made a better man of me. If I 
had my own way, when I get back to 
I would train

the prairies as a doctor, not one of 


;those robbers in the machinery of 


a town or a city, but as a homestead 
er’s friend and neighbour. “To be one 


of the boys” and a homesteader along 
with them and to give them medical 
aid when they needed it.
